BABY MURDER 
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A MUM has been 
cleared of killing her 
baby ten years ago. 
Margaret Smith had been 
found guilty of smothering 

four-month-old Keith with a 

pillow in 1994. 

But she won a retrial after key 
evidence from controversial child 
doctor Sir Roy Meadow helped 
jail her. 

Yesterday’s verdict follows suc- 
cessful appeals by Angela 
Cannings and Sally Clark, as well 
as pharmacist Trupti Patel, who 
were all accused of killing their 
babies. 


Campaigner Penny Mellor said: 
“This is not the last case. There 
are many more in the pipeline.” 

Ms Smith had previously been 
accused, but cleared, of killing 
her first child, five-and-a-half- 
month-old Kelly, in 1992. 

She was convicted after a trial 
in Leeds in 2002 when Sir Roy 
said: “One cot death in a family is 
rare and two even rarer.” 

During that trial it emerged Ms 
Smith had taken baby Keith to
